Richard 
or Dick 
Turpin was born 
at Hampstead, England, In September,

apprenticed him in early youth to a 
butcher. 
But Dick took a more than 
neighborly 
Interest in other people's 
cattle. 
At last he was caught steal 
ing steers that had been sent to his 
employer 
for butchering. 
To steal 
cattle in those days was a "hanging 
offense." 
Turpin 
fled 
for his 
life, 
scoring the first of his many escapes 
from Justice. 
He joined a gang of thieves and 
became their leader. 
But he soon 
tired 
of associating with rascals 
of 
duller brains than his own. 
More 
over, 
their 
blunders 
or 
treachery 
might add to bis own danger. 
So he 
left the gang after he had learned-al- l 
the 
villainies

teach him. 
Sometimes, In later days, he would 
employ one of his old comrades as an 
accomplice.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 30 
Beginning 
at 6 o'clock tomorrow morning 
the 
new parcels .post law goes into 
ef- 
fect. 
According to the recently 
pub- 
lished regulations 
governing 
this 
law 
any inhabitant 
of the 
HDnited 
States 
may send through the 
mail 
merchandise 
of certain discriptions, 
'providing 
it does not weigh 
more 
than 11 pounds, and is not more than 
three feet wide and not more than 
six feet in length. 
These 
regulations, 
however, 
pro- 
hibit the mailing of live snakes and 
birds, intoxicants, pistols and 
inflam-abl-e 
material. 
On the other 
hand 
the shipper is allowed to mail butter, 
lard, fish, fresh meat, dressed fowls, 
vegetables, fruits, 
berries and 
simi- 
lar articles. 
Fresh meats, however, 
may be transported only 50 miles and 
If for any reason the parcels post is 
unabble to deliver this or other 
per-- J 
ishable matter 
they can 
be turned! 
over to charity 
organizations.

vision 
is made for insuring parcels' 
and they can. also h 
reeist.erari, 
One point has 
been 
particularly 
emphasized and that is 
that

packages will, have to be taken

the. postoffice by the sender. .This 
means that none of
